Energy Problems 


WASHINGTON 
(UP) 
- President 
Carter is warning consumers that just 
because he declared an end to the 
two month old natural gas emergency. 
it "in no way signals an end to our 
energy crisis " 


Carter signed a proclamation Friday 
ending special procedures that allowed 
gas companies to purchase fuel at 
extra 
high 
prices 
and 
compelled 
intrastate pipelines to transport gas 
from the West to the fuelshort East. 
The state of emergency — called to 
deal with the bitter winter — had to 
end when the “imminent shortage of 
natural gas for high priorty users was 
found no longer to exist,” Carter said, 
but "the fact that this winter’s natural 
gas emergency is over in no way 
signals an end to our energy crisis. 


"On the contrary," Carter said, "it 
is a reminder that our natural gas 
supply 
is 
far 
short 
of 
potential 
demand.” 
Carter had a 
light 
schedule this 
weekend, but was expecting a full 
briefing from Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance on the just completed arm s 
negotiations with the Soviet 
Union. 
Vance was due in Washington later 
tonight 


In addition, the President prepared 
for the arrival Monday of Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. 


In his proclamation Friday, Carter 
said "unless we take remedial action 
to develop a natural gas policy as part 
of a comptehensive energy policy, our 
economy, and even our homes, will be 
in increasing danger with each passing 
year.”

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The city of Connersville 
won its contention with the Indiana Public Service 
Commission that ii did too need a 38 per cent water rate 
hike 
The municipal utility had asked for a 38 per cent hike 
but the PSC, in a Dec 8, 1876 order, granted only 23 8 
per cent, saying this should be sufficient for operation of 
the water service Connersville filed for reconsideration 
and Friday got it. 
The PSC approved the 50 per cent rate hike to replace 
the 23 9 per cent one that never had gone into effect 
The new rates will mean that a household using 4,000 
gallons of water a month will pay $13 38 a month instead 
of $9 70. The new minimum rate gues from $1 45 to $2. 


Sunman Youth Found Guilty Of Murder

The defense maintained thai Marshall and his friends 
had surrounded M erida's truck and were threatening 
him and that Merida had grabbed the shotgun in self 
defense but it fired when Marshall grabbed it. 
The Delaware Circuit Court jury deliberated more 
than five hours, after hearing two days of testimony. 
Judge John W esthafer set sentencing for April 20 The 
jury recommended 15 to 25 years in prison

BOULDER, Colo. (UPI) 
The flower children of the I (Bitte 
are packing herb tea these days 
in a Boulder plant founded as a 
summer lark by two natural 
food advocates 
jeans clad, often bearded and 
generally under 35, the em 
plovers strain, stuff and seal 
tea in bags to the sound of 
melodic radio music. Natural 
foods lunches are provided by 
the company and are followed, 
weather permitting, by volley 
bali games 


No time clock exists in the 
six-building 
complex 
Some 
workers wear face masks to 
avoid "green lung," as they 
speedily perform their tasks 
"It’s go, go, go, stop, think, 
go," says Wyck Hayes With 
My Siegel, he formed Celestial 
Seasonings Tea in 1971 because 
they wanted "to put together a 
little summer thing.” First they 
collected herbs from Colorado 
canyons. 
"I had a truck, and we put 
down screens outside the house 
to dry the herbs We had five 


people picking and we paid by 
the bag," said Hayes "In the 
evening, we would sit on the 
porch and clean the day’s 
pick.” 
The 
varieties 
they 
chose 
included mountain spearmint, 
clover, yarrow, rose hips and 
other indigenous herbs, 23 in 
all. A few bags of rose petals 
from the local botanic garden 
became the 24th. 
They packaged the herb teas 
in 15,000 hopsacking bags, hand 
cut, stamped and sewed by 
their wives They sold it in 
Boulder, 
where it was ac­ 
claimed Then they packed up 
their screens for the winter and 
went to Mexico. 


Hayes went into construction 
the 
next 
year, 
but 
Siegel 
teamed with his brother, John 
A national distributor took over 
the product that fall. Today, the 
teas sell internationally. The 
company has grown into a $3 
million plus business dealing in 
herbs from five continents. 
“When you open a box of Red 
Zinger and take out a pinch, 


you get an image of ibis vast 
expanse of flowers and leaves 
picked by the hands of old 
people and young people," said 
Hayes 
"It has a romantic 
allure” 
The Boulder plant handles 
two million pounds annually 
from Ceylon, Sudan, India and 
other exotic lands Two hun­ 
dred employes use leaves and 
flowers to make 14 blends and 
40 single herb teas. 
The plant is not your average 
depersonalized-looking ‘actor \ 


Plants are suspended from 
ceilings. Well-worn stuffed 
couches t^nd vitamin bottles on 
desks give a homey look The* 
plant has an organic food co-op.. 
Strings and tags on tea bags 
have been eliminated as WjkZ-

"When I heard herbal before, 
I used to think about cod liver 
oil and things we had to take

world as the firm's chief herb 
buyer. "It’s not yeechy. It’s 
magic and alluring” 
When the product first came 
out, some people assumed the 
teas contained psychedelic 
drugs They don’t, but the three 
matte teas, types long favored 
in Brazil, do contam mort* 
caffeine per pound than coffee 
"This winter has been a nice 
soothing blow for us,” said 
Hayes 
"People can’t afford 
coffee and are cold. And people 
are into sitting around and 
sharing a cup of tea And we 
are having to hustle to keep up 
with the demand.”

MADRID. Spain (U PI) — Spain * dynamic. 44 year 
old Premier Adolfo Suarez, described recently by West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt as Europe* moat 
successful politician, apparently has done it again 
The dapper chief of government scored a crucial 
political breakthrough when former foreign m inister 
Jose Maria de Areiiza resigned last Thursday from the 
Popular party The move opened the way for a Suarez - 
takeover of a political bloc that can be molded into a 
winner in the general elections in June 
Suarez is the architect of Spain s gradual and 
surprisingly smooth move from a dictatorship to de 
m ocracy. The polls say he is also the nation’s most 
popular politician — by far 
But what Suarez needed for the elections was J 
political power base An apoointee of King Juan Carlos 
the premier has cut his ties with the Francoist political 
organizations But he had not forged any links with the 
new democratic parties that have emerged in post 
Franco Spain 
In a 48 hour power play that needed 
ll of Suarez's 
considerable political skills, he has now acquired the 
base for his election bid 
He had been eyeing the “ Democratic Center*’ — a 
middle-of-the-road election alliance led by Areilza's 
Popular Party—as the ideal springboard for an election 
triumph 
But there was one form izable obstacle - Areiiza The 
«7 year-old co founder of the Popular party and promoter 
of the Democratic Center is no Suarez fan The apparent 
bad blood between the two goes back to last July when 
Juan Carlos picked Suarvz as his new premier 
Areiiza had been hoping to 
gel 
the job 
and 
subsequently refused to serve as foreign minister under 
Suarez whom he considered a political nobody and a 
product of the Franco regim e. In his nine months in 
office. Suarez, however, has won wide respect for the 
way he pushed through deep and genuine democratic 
reforms 
Areiiza started building his own power base, the 
Popular Party He then left the party chairmanship in 
the hands of Pie Cabanillas — a former information 
minister whom Franco fired for giving the press too 
much freedom — and started putting together the 
Democratic Center, an election front designed to unite 
Centrists,

No Mergers

Department official says he and other 
government antitrust enforcers like the 
basic idea behind a new bill to make it 
easier for them to challenge mergers of big 
farm cooperatives 
“This goes in the general direction we're 
trying to get to,” Assistant Attorney General 
Donald I Maker told the bill’s author, Rep. 
John 
Seiberling, 
D-Ohio, 
at 
a 
House 
judiciary subcommittee hearing Tuesday. 
Baker said die Justice Department had 
not 
taken 
any 
stand 
on 
the 
specific 
techniques used in Seiberling's bill, “but 
we d support the concept " 
The exchange came at a hearing in which 
Maker 
reviewed 
an 
earlier 
J u s t i c e 
Department task force report which called 
for "serious review and strengthening” of 
legal 
safeguards against monopoly 
and 
price-boosting by farm cooperatives 
Under the half-century-old C a p p e r - 
Volstead law, Maker noted, farm co-ops 
were granted an exemption from some 
antitrust law provisions to help them protect 
farmers from "exploitation” by dealers who 
buy their commodities. 
Today, however, the Justice Department 
official said the recent task group report 
concluded that "many cooperatives have 
become capable of achieving monopoly 
power in markets by lawful means.” 
The agriculture secretary has authority 
under existing law to prevent cooperatives 
(rom using their special status to "unduly en 
hance” prices 
But that authority has not 
been used, Baker said. 
Seiberling's bill would s p e c i f i c a l l y 
authorize 
antitrust 
agencies 
to 
block 
mergers of farm cooperatives if the merger 
would — or might — create a monopoly or 
substantially lessen competition in farm 


product sale* either nationally or in any 
individual region of the country. 
Merger* which would not create monopoly 
or lessen competition would not be affected 
by the bill But another brief section of the 
measure 
would, 
in 
effect, remove 
the 
protection of special co-op legal status from 
giant agribusiness operators 
Under Seiherling's bill, such status could 
not be granted to a cooperative which 
included any “member which, with its 
affiliates, has annual sales in excess of ti 
million.” 
What this means, a legal expert said, is 
that a co-op including a $1 million member 
would lose its right under the Capper 
Volstead Act to set prices without fear of 
antitrust prosecution To retain the Capper - 
Volstead rights allowing farmers to act 
together in pricing their products, the coops 
would have to drop their big members 
Baker told the judiciary hearing Tuesday 
that Justice Department antitrust officials 
also believe Congress should consider a 
basic overhaul of the government’s system 
of milk marketing orders 
Under those 
orders, the Agriculture Department sets 
minimum prices which dealers pay farmers 
for bottling grade milk in major milksheds 
around the country. 
The official contended individual farmers 
get “little benefit” from the system which 
he estimates costs the public at least $245 - 
million a year in higher prices. 
Congress should restudy the dairy support 
issue and find another, more efficient way 
of helping farmers, a Justice Department 
study concluded 
A Federal Trade Commission official told 
the judiciary subcommittee, exploring a 
wide range of existing exemptions from 
antitrust law, the FTC believes existing laws 
already forbid price-fixing conspiracies by 
co-ops

Big Libber?

INDIANAPOUS (UPI) - “I was an early 
women's libber and didn t know it.” 
That wa* the way Roberta West Nicholson 
described her experience a* one of the first 
dozen women to serve in the Indiana 
Legislature 
The first woman to serve in the legislature 
was the late Julia D. Nelson. R Muncie, in 
tm . She was the only woman among 14* 
male lawmakers that session And by 1*34 
when Mrs. Nicholson was elected for the 
1*35 se—ion, she still was the lone woman, 
as often was the case in the early years of 
feminine legislators. 
“I suppose we made more of a splash,” 
Mrs Nicholson commented “ I was the only 
woman in either house When I would stand 
up to speak, it seemed to me the men were 
saying, 'Isn't she cute. She can even talk.” ’ 
But Mrs Nicholson, who was 32 when she 
served in the 1*35 se—ion, like most of the 
other women lawmakers, had worked in a 
variety of organizations in which speaking to 
groups 
of 
people 
was 
essential 
Mrs. 
Nicholson, as the daughter-inlaw of famed 
Hoosier novelist Meredith Nicholson, was a 
well known Indianapolis resident. 
“I became world famous that se—KHI,” 
Mrs Nicholson recalled. “I introduced an 
anti-heart balm bill banning suits for breach 
of promise and alienation of affections. I 
'hulk we were about the first although the 
last I heard every state hut Arizona has 
such a law now.” 
“ I had always felt it was ridiculous for a 
woman to change her mind and say it was 
all over hut a man couldn't if he had any 
money," 
the

explained. “ I thought such suits were a blot 
on the honor of women I was pretty young 
and didn’t realize at first I was challenging 
a basic common law, that the woman was a 
chattel and that the man, in marrying her, 
was saying, I buy you and agree to feed and 
clothe you.’” 
“I was an early women’s libber and didn’t 
know ii,” she laughed. “The story about that 


hill was on the front page of newspapers all 
over the world. I saw it on the front page of 
the Paris Herald Tribune I was criticised 
by many who claimed I was giving the male 
a 
license 
to 
toy 
with 
the 
maiden's 
affections ” 
As a freshman lawmaker, Mrs Nicholson 
also sponsored recodification of insurance 
law, a feat that many men would not have 
tackled. "A group of men knowledgeable 
about 
insurance 
wrote 
the 
bill,” 
she 
explained 
"There were no loud speakers 
then and when I rose to speak, I referred to 
it as an open covenant openly arrived at.” 
Mrs. 
Nicholson 
was 
disa ppointed. 
“I 
thought someone surely would recognize the 
reference to President Woodrow Wilson hut 
I didn’t get a rise out of anyone.” Mrs. 
Nicholson, a Democrat, went to Washington 


iii January to attend the inauguration of 
President Carter and although now retired, 
she keeps a close watch on legislation and 
politics. 
A historic moment in her 
legislative 
career was the special se—ion of 1*36, called 
by then Gov. Paul V McNutt to enact state 
enabling legislation for social security. She 
recalled people stopping her in the street or 
calling to her from cars about that “damn 
socialist social security." But she voted for 
it despite the argument of a fellow legislator 
that 
you people are going to try to make 
this country into F'thiopia” meaning Utopia. 
In between Mrs. Nelson, the first woman 
representative in 1*21 and Mrs Nicholson in 
1935, were these women representatives:

Elizabeth Hunt Daugherty, K - T r e a t y ; 
Antoinette C. Hagenwald, R Terre Haute; 
FJla Van Sickle Gardner, R-Indianapolis;

Ferguson. R-F'ort Wayne; Zeola Misener, R- 
Michigan City; Bertha A. Zimmerman, R- 
Terre Haute; Telia C. Haines, D-Sullivan, 
and Bess Bobbins Kaufman, D-lndianapolis. 
The first woman to serve in the Senate 
was Arcada Balz, Klndianapolis, in 1*43-47.

The owners, in their windup 
meeting Friday, haggled for 
four hours over the retroactive 
com pensation problem 
and 
cam e away with nothing to 
show for the effort 
"We shelved it until our June 
meeting,” said commissioner 
Pete Roselle 
" I f s a difficult 
question 
to resolve aud 
we 
simply 
need 
more 
time 
to 
decide I can’t speculate on the 
chances of our ever reaching a 
solution” 
A total of 19 men played out 
their options and signed with 
new clubs in the period (more 
than a year) since the so-called 
Rozelle Rule was abrogated by 
the courts. One club, the Miami 
Dolphins, 
lost 
three 
players 
without 
receiving a cent 
in 
compensation, while the Wash­ 
ington Redskins took advantage 
of the situation and signed five 
such players. 
One proposed solution to the 
problem called for the new 
clubs to pay the old clubs with 
a 
draft 
choice,
